Bowen To Speak 
Pension Fund Seminar Planned

Indiana’s new pension reform 
law for police and firemen will 
be the subject of a one-day 
seminar July 14th a1 which 
Gov OU* R 
Bowen will be 
keynote speaker. 
The 
Indiana 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, the Indiana As 
sociation of Cities and Towns, 
the Insurance Institute of 
Indiana and the Indiana Insur 
ers Association are joining in 
sponsoring the event. 
Among topics of the seminar 
at Stouffer’s Inn will be the 
impact of Hie new legislation on 
taxpayers, a review of the 
legislative history of police and 
fire pensions in Indiana, re­ 
views of technical provisions of 
the new law and its possible 
future effects and requirements 
for revision 
It will focus on funding of the 
pension program and changes 
in provisions concerning contri­ 
butions by police or firemen 
The new law provides for 


about 
$32 million 
in 
state 
money for local police and fire 
pension funds, which have not 


been getting state aid The new 
state aid will come from an 
increase in the cigarette tax 
amounting to 4.5 cents a pack 
and from a 15 per cent increase 
in the state ecise tax on liquor 


The new pension measure 
increases the amount of a 
policeman's 
or 
firem an’s 
annual contribution from the 
current level of 3 per cent to 6 


per cent. It also provides that 
police and firemen now enrolled 
under the old pension plan can 
“buy in” on the new program 
and receive a cash payment of 
$10,000 


While the law keeps the 
requirement that public safety 


officers work for 20 years to 
earn full pension benefits, it 
also prohibits retirees who are 


not disabled from drawing a 
pension until age 55 


Current pension programs for 
police and firemen have a total 
unfunded liability of more than 
$1.2 billion. Cities had sought 
the change because without it, 


many of them face the prospect 
of bankruptcy over the next 
several years in trying to meet 
pension obligations to retirees 
The new program is aimed 
primarily at police and firemen 
hired after May I, 1977 and is 
considered actuariiy sound

1 success will depend not only on the T ri S tate U niversity 
Professor Donald Zim m er who will com pile the final data for 
the history, but its success will depend on the cooperation of 
scores of Rush County residents The history will concentrate 
only on the years af IMO to 1974 
So if you do have printed m aterial on Rush County history 
relating to business, industry, agriculture, com m unity leaders, 
buildings, m anufacturing that w ere not explained in Ute Rush 
Ville Republican, loan them to Professor Zim tner so that he m ay 
be able to round out m ore fully the progress of our County 
during these 50 years The m aterial can either be loaned to Joe 
Pike, Alvene Coons at the Rushville Republican office, or to 
M artha A lexander in the recorder s office 
The history of Rush County that provided m ost valuable in 
form ation was a history that also listed som ething about the 
fam ilies living in the county during the years of w riting F or this 
m odern up-dated version, it should include a cross section of 
fam ilies now living here, including em ploym ent, , honors, and 
nam es of relatives. It could be brief 
faut it is tile type of thing 
that 90 years from now, attorneys will turn to to settle wills, to 
locate accu rate fam ily relationships, and those studying 
sociology, will turn to see how m any a re engaged in agriculture, 
trades, businesses, and how m any are employed in nearby 
towns It will give them a slant on "cross town" A m erica as it is 
lived in Rushville in Hie 1970's. 
This past W ednesday afternoon, the room m ate and I and 
grandson Max w ere invited to Brookville Lake by Bill Caldwell.

The cam era tried to catch a photo 
of the fish but size w as not the object..it was quantity. We 
brought hom e crappies and sun fish They are scaled, cleaned, 
ready to coat with corn m eal and fry. 
Our pontoon boat had chairs, a picnic table, a canopy, and 
seem ed to adapt speed to enter several areas. We picnicked 
aboard boat on chicken and delicious baked beans (Bill 
prom ises to share his recipe). 
The m ost exciting clim ax cam e as we sped back at sun down. 
We looked over to w atch a m an sw im m ing, towing a large speed 
boat with the anchor rope held betw een his teeth The boat was 
out of gas and he w as sw im m ing the boat back before dark. BiU 
attached the rope of his boat to our pontoon and thus gave him a 
lift to shore.

He quotes Mr. Cyril Plant, the 
former heed of the Revenue Staff 
Federation, the union of English 
tax gatherers, aa saying, "With all 
the means at our disposal we must 
destroy the capacity to pursue 
self-employment."

The levy supposedly would raise 
some $4.4 billion between 1979 and 
1965, so it was a question how to 
recommend spending all that 
lovely money. 


Committee Chairman Al U lim an 
(D Ore.) was set to heap it on such 
juicy programs as mass transit, 
energy conservation research and 
grants to states. But that’s when 
Jacobs offered a 
"substitute" 


which in effect proposed not 
frittering the money on goodies 
but instead the stern procedure of 
putting it toward reducing the 
national debt by retiring out­ 
standing United States govern­ 
ment obligations. 
A vote on the Jacobs “Sub­ 
stitute" carried 16.5. Surprise, 
Even Jacobs was surprised. 
The 
Ullman 
tried 
a 
parliamentary tactic requiring a 
second vote. But the second vote 
merely confirmed the first. Six­ 
teen committee members were for 
Jacobs' brand of fiscal respon 


kind of fiscal sense Jacobs has 


been preaching in Congress has 
begun to rub off cm some of his 
colleagues in this case on a 


substantial majority in one of the 
House's most influential com­ 
mittees 


It doesn’t necessarily mean 
Jacobs* view of what to do with 
"gas guzzler" tax money will 
prevail, if the National Energy Act 


is passed Lobby pressure could 
well swing the whole deal back to a 
big vote-booking spree 


And another thing is an inherent 
weakness in trying to make taxes 
do things other than raising 
revenue If the "gas guzzler" tax 
ever gets to be law and ac­ 
complishes its purpose—to make 
cart less “gas guzzling"—then 
clearly it won't raise the lovely 
revalues expected of it The better 
it works against "gas guzzlers," 
the worse it would work as a 
revenue producer. 
Jacobs is not unaware of this his 
office says. Philosophically he’s 
opposed to the notion taxes can be 
made to do double duty, and his 
foray in the Ways and Means 


Committee was mainly an effort to 
get more congressmen thinking 
about fiscal responsibility. 
They’d better, if the U.S. is ever 
to get its debt under control—the 
first essential to a sound economy.
